Some postal rates are in for re- 
yision if the latest decree con- 
cerning stamps of Spanish Guinea 
can be interpreted in that light. 
Originally forecast were donom- 
jnations of 10c, 30c and 60c. 
Modification of the original pro- 
clamation tells that there will be 
values of 5c, 15c and 80c. The 
20¢ boost to 80c will be for for- 
eign first class mail. 

Also due from the same Span- 
ish colony is a set of two for ex- 
plorer Manuel Iradier y Bulfy, 
of 60c and 1 Peseta. Release date 
is not known. , 

Carlos Lenze, Barquillo 29, Ma- 
drid, Spain advises that on No- 
yember 23 there will be the an- 
nual issuance of the semipostal 
Stamp Day sets for Spanish 
Guinea, Ifni and Sahara in de- 
nominations of 5c plus 5c; 10c 
plus 5c; 15c and 60c._ 

Mr. Lenze is authority for the 
news that July 7 was the last 
day on which the Cid, Franco 
and La Cierva airmail stamps of 
Ifni could be bought from the 
colony’s post office or at the phil- 
atelic counter at Madrid. While 
these stamps continue valid for 
postage all post office stocks of 
them are to be destroyed. 

Coming from Spain itself are 
a 10c noting the centenary of the 
birth of Juan Donoso Cortes, 
philosopher, statesman and pub- 
lisher. Date of issue not known. 

An airmail of 1.10Pts. will note 
the fifth centenary of the birth 
of “The Great Captain”, Gon- 
zalo Fernandez de Cordoba, in 
the near future. 


Barcelona-Madrid 
Mail Is Now Flown 


On July 10, Spain put all mail be- 
tween Barcelona and Madrid in the 
air, flying it by night so that it 
would be ready for distribution the 
following morning. Carlos Lenze, 
Barquillo 29, Madrid advises that 
a special commemorative cancel 
was prepared for the inaugural 
flight. Postage rates were not in- 
creased for the service. 

Mr. Lenze is authority for the 
news of a definite change in color 
of the 5c Franco, Scott type A194. 
As issued in 1948 the color was 
brown—the recent printing is more 
in an olive-gray and will no doubt 
be recorded as a variety in the 
Spanish Catalogs.

The Division of Philately, Smithsonian Institution, Washington, D. C., 
received a total of 171 individual accessions during the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, according to Dr. Remington Kellogg, Director, U. S. Na- 
tional Museum. Most of the accessions were in the nature of outright 
gifts, with eight inter-governmental transfers, four loans and one deposit. 
A total of 99,500 specimens actually were added to the National 
Postage Stamp Collection, representing a gain of 74,533 specimens as 
compared to the past year. The number of specimens in the custody of 
the Division of Philately is now, roughly, 636,500.

This transfer was ef- 
fected by David Phillips, repre- 
senting Internal Revenue. 

Fifteen used foreign stamps 
were transferred by General 
Services Administration from 
stamps collected from various 
government agencies for sale as 
mixtures. These stamps mainly 
represented surcharges or over- 
prints not normally included in 
the Universal Postal Union ship- 
ments through the Post Office 
Department. 

Through the cooperation of 
Secret Service and specifically U. 
E. Baughmann, Chief, and Harry 
E. Neal, an important accumula- 
tion of United States and foreign 
counterfeits has been deposited 
with the Division of Philately.

Philately’s modern miracle in 
color form is the White Ace al- 
bum. While I have been collecting 
stamps and writing about them for 
some time now, I have yet to see 
an album equal the White Ace Al- 
bum. Take the Canadian edition for 
instance. Canadian stamps certain- 
ly look more attractive to me in 
this album than in any other. 

Should some readers be in the 
market for an album for Canadian 
stamps, I would highly recommend 
the White Ace Album for Canada. 

The manufacturers have made 
sure that the arrangemert on the 
page is well-designed. The pages 
are illustrated—beautifully colored 
along the top with the Union Jack 
and a sketch of Canada’s Parlia- 
ment Buildings in Ottawa. 

The binder for the White Ace 
Album is indeed a strong one. It 
allows the pages to be opened up 
flat, without any trouble at all. 
Thought that I would tell the read- 
ers this, just in case they may be 
in the market. 


Have just learned that the mar- 
ket for Newfoundland stamps in 
the states has taken a 40 per cent 
drop. Seems that collectors are no 
longer interested in collecting 
stamps from this former British 


Colony. That’s what the dealers re- 
port. 
One prominent Washingtonian 


dealer told me that the plates of 
the stamps for the provinces of 





Vancouver Island and British Co- 
lumbia, New Brunswick, Nova Sco- 
tia and Prince Edward Islands are 
in the hands of a large concern 
dealing in stamps for collectors in 
Boston. Seems that the Canadian 
authorities sold to this dealer the 
remaining plates for these provin- 
ces when they joined together to 
form what is now known as Can- 
ada. This dealer also told me that 
this Boston dealer, who is well- 
known throughout the world, is still 
running them off for his firm. So, 
the moral of this story, readers, is 
to concentrate on collecting postal- 
l, used copies. 

Probaby this accounts for : the 
fact that these stamps are being 
sold with full gum. In other words, 
be very careful of those mint cop- 
ies of these provinces. 


Cachet, Branch P.O. 
At Precancel Meet 


O. W. Buescher, Columbia, Mo. 
postmaster, announced July 3 that

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Vatican Exhibition 
At National Museum 


To simultaneously commemo- 
rate the 25th anniversary of the 
first Vatican postage stamps of 
1929, and the Marian Year, the 
National Philatelic Museum in 
Philadelphia will be host to the 
finest and most comprehensive 
exhibition of Vatican and related 
stamps ever presented in one 
place at one time. 

The exhibition, which will be 
under the patronage of His Em- 
inence, Francis Cardinal Spell- 
man, Archbishop of New York, 
and is endorsed by Vatican of- 
ficials, will use the museum’s en- 
tire facilities for one month be- 
ginning September 22. 

Plans for the remarkable dis- 
play have been under way for 
more than a year and the pre- 
liminary work already accom- 
plished promises to make it one 
of the most important events 
ever presented at the museum. 

While in Rome for the canon- 
ization of St. Pius, Cardinal 
Spellman made many important 
personal arrangements for unpre- 
cedented participation by Vati- 
can postal and ecclesiastical of- 
ficials. His Eminence brought 
back with him some material, 
while other displays, being spe- 
cially prepared will be brought 
to the United States during the 
summer months. 

In conjunction with the exhibi- 
tion, the museum also will pub- 
lish a book of no fewer than 200 
pages, under the editorship of 
Ernest A. Kehr. It will contain 
articles of a philatelic nature, 
specially prepared and written by 
the world’s foremost students of 
Vatican City and Roman States 
issues, as well as features about 
the Vatican and Catholicism writ- 
ten by Bishop Fulton J. Sheen, 
Dr. John Harrington and others in 
the Vatican or the United States. 

The exhibition will be formally 
dedicated by Cardinal Spellman 
and Archbishop O’Hara of Phil- 
adelphia on Wednesday Septem- 
ber 22.

perpetrated by slicksters in olden 
days (such as emissions for the 
non-existent Principality of Trin- 
idad and the Kingdom of Sedang), 
series put out to amuse (as the 
Atlantis and the North Pole 
“Bones” sets) and the like. Most 
dealers have a few tucked away 
in the “Miscellaneous” sections 
of their stockbooks and collectors 
running across these fascinating 
items are always greatly intrigued 
by them. There are actually two 
handbook-catalogues in the field, 
Melville’s Phantom Philately, and 
Chapier’s Timbres de Fantaisie, 
and present-day stamp enthusi- 
asts are going after this material 
in a big way.

Be that as it may, it’s 
a mighty scarce item and few 
collectors have ever seen one, let 
alone own one. Now, through the 
courtesy of Carl Berkson, the 
well-known Los Angeles dealer 
who found a small parcel of un- 
used (no gum, as usual) ones in 
a newly-acquired stock and pass- 
ed them on to me, SEVERAL

There is absolutely no string 
to the offer. All you have to do 
is to address me as per the head 
of my column enclosing 3c in un- 
used USA stamps for return post- 
age and I’ll send you one of these 
very striking non-Scott stamps by 
First Class mail, so long as the 
supply holds out. Only one to a 
reader, of course—if Cousin Gus 
wants one, he will have to write 
me himself. Sorry, but readers 
abroad, save in Canada, Mexico 
and Cuba, will be too late to get 
in on this.

I have several hundred copies 
waiting to go out, should you 
folks swamp me (one can never 
gauge response on such things!!), 
I'll do my best to send you some 
other old-time phantasy, but I 
do think I’ve got enough of the 
Brunei’s for you to have one if 
you write at once. It’s a pleasure 
to help collectors at all times 
and especially so in the case of 
beginners and juniors. 


Incidentally, did you see Arthur 
Edson’s AP dispatch from Washing- 
ton the other day stating that Chi- 
nese are avid stamp collectors and 
that prisoners receiving letters al- 
ways find it possible to buy favors 
such as cigarettes in return for the 
stamps from their envelopes? Re- 
cent-prisoner estimates state that 
fully 70 percent of the guards, in- 
terpreters, political instructors and 
interrogators encountered were 
eager beavers when it came to 
stamps, 


Foreign revenues and foreign 
postal stationery were both dropped 
by most stamp dealers at the turn 
of the century, by which time en- 
ough postage stamps were coming 
along to tie up a lot of capital, 
take up a lot of stockbook space 
and ‘o keep collectors busy. Now 
that the stamp flood has reached 
such proportions that most folks 
turn specialist at an early date, col- 
lectors are worried about not hav- 
ing enough material from a given 
country to collect, and are again 
turning to postal stationery and 
revenues. 

Actually, many of the cards, 
wrappers, envelopes etc., were pro- 
duced by the same firms that pro- 
vided the stamps, belong to defin- 
ite general issues, and have the 
same designs as the parallel 
stamps. The same goes for reven- 
ues—many are virtually identical.

There’s no bet- 
ter buy a stamp club can make 
than getting the three of them. 
Since you want them for the spe- 
cialist information in them and not 
current pricings, second hand cop- 
ies (available cheaply on every

Portuguese Colonials are experi- 
encing an upsurge in popularity.

Incidentally, ore of the 
searcest groups of all is the Nyas- 
sa. The market here in the USA is 
virtually bare of this colony’s is- 
sues, as Philip H. Jones, Jr. of 
Broad Acres Farm, Shelton, Conn., 
and a few fellow-enthusiasts are 
finding out. 

Most USA dealers wont have any 
Nyassas whatsoever. Even the old 
bi-colored camels and giraffes, 
which Bela Sekula used to bring 
over from Germany and sell to J. 
E. Handshaw, thewholesaler, 
have gone bye-bye via the packet 
and juvenile approval routes. The 
Lagerloef Nyassas sold over dou- 
ble estimated valuation! 


The Westminster Stamp Co. of 
Regency House, Warwick St., Pic- 
cadilly Circus, London, Wi, in the 
olden days a premier new issue 
house, is today owned by Dr. Bach- 
er, a former opera singer and doc- 
tor in music, who has converted it 
into England’s biggest USA special- 
ist firm. It publishes an attractive 
price list and does quite an approv- 
al business here in America. 


Who says that economic oppor- 
tunity has largely closed in this 
country and that a young man has 
to go to Africa or some other fron- 
tier area if he’s to make his way? 
Take Jacob Habib of New York, for 
example. A bookbinder by profes- 
sion and ‘an ardent philatelist, he 
was much struck by, 1) the few 
USA collectors who had foreign 
stamp catalogs; 2) the difficulty 
one had in getting one even if one 
felt the need for it. So, right after 
the war, he began importing them 
and, when he ran into too much 
red tape, he went to Europe in per- 
son to cut it. 

Today he is the world’s largest 
foreign catalog distributor, hand- 
ling innumerable current ones from 
many countries and supplying them 
both wholesale and retail here in 
the USA. Incredible as it may seem 
his sales of British catalogs alone 
have quintupled in the past year, 
and his sales of foreign catalogs in 
general make a very impressive 
showing when compared to the sale 
of our national institution, the Scott 
catlogue. 

He’s about to leave on another 
European trip and will probably 
sew up the remaining European 
catalogs so far as their distribution 
in the USA goes. Hats off to anyone

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Questionable Advertising 


One of our readers calls our attention to a couple of pieces of ad- 
vertising matter about stamps and is very skeptical about the same. 
One of these is a large four page circular in which the dealer offers 
a price for about 50 well known rarities dating from the Pan American 

F inverts of 1901 on up through many of the 
rare imperf pairs that have crept into the 
catalog in the years since then. Included 
also are the 6c bi-color airmail and the 24c 
invert, but what makes the whole matter 
look questionable is his featuring the 1c 
Franklin, Scott No. 594. This is described 
in such manner that no inexperienced person 
could identify it, yet the picture will suffice 
to show the person who reads the circular, 
just what the stamp looks like. 

Even collectors doubt this sort of adver- 
tising, yet if the dealer can get any of the 
material at prices offered he has a good buy. 

The joker to the whole matter is that 
these high prices will arouse the curiosity 
of non-collectors who see the circular. They 
will start 
stamps or letters about them and sooner or 
later the dealer will hit the jackpot and 
really pick up some choice material although 
it will not be any of the items he has asked 
for. 

Another piece of advertising with the same aim is quoted here so 
you can see just how it will work. A dealer in a paper called the Stamp 
World has this-advertisement, 

FOR SALE: 1927 violet special delivery motorcycle 10c, 
$100.00. 1934 red and blue 6c airmail $200.00. 1925 2c black 
Harding $200.00. 1492-1892 Landing of Columbus (violet) 
$1000. 


Wouldn’t you be glad to sell yours at such prices. Se would this 
dealer but it is inconceivable that he will. However, lots of people 
will have stamps which fit these descriptions. They will write this 
dealer offering to sell him their stamps, but this dealer does not want 
to buy ... he is offering to sell, but what other stamps do you have 
for sale, maybe you have some that I would like to buy and thus this 
dealer is also attracting attention. He is safe as he does not want to 
buy at prices he asks, but will buy what he wants if the prices are 
agreeable. 

It is a pitch that has frequently been used to get contacts and 
while in no way a dishonest act it is at the same time a very unethical 
and displeasing method of getting after what one wants, 


The Birth Of A Topical Collector 


You may remember of our having spoken of Mr. George Kahn and 
his horses on stamps. Mr. Kahn has just confessed and tells us how he 
got that way and the story is so good we have to repeat it. Says Mr. 
Kahn, “Strangely enough I have no interest at all in horses. It all 
started one day when my daughter aged 12 was watching me working 
on my stamps. I had tried, unsuccessfully, to get her started with a 
general junior collection. All she cared for at that time, was horses. 
She loved to ride, read horse books, keep a scrap book of horse pic- 
tures etc. There was a catalog showing a collection of the German 
horse stamps lying open and I remember very clear what she said at 
that time. ‘If I had stamps like those Daddy, I’d love a collection’. 
I had never heard of topicals then, but on my next visit to Nassau 
Street I asked a friendly dealer to pick out some horse stamps and 
that is how it began. After a few years my daughter tired of horses 
in general — to be fair'to her — her school and Sunday school schedule 
really made it impossible for her to give the needed time, but by then 
it got me and I’ve kept it up ever since with great joy.” 


Contribution By A Reader 


We are always glad to pass along sound thoughts from any of our 
readers and here is one from Horace C. Taylor of Punta Gorda, Florida. 
Think it over, it is full of common sense. 

“Here is a thought for one of your choice editorials—when one 
spends a buck for golf or fishing he has his fun and is satisfied. When 
he spends a buck for stamps he has his fun and is not satisfied if he 
decides to sell and the dealer does not give him two bucks for it. Why? 
Fun is fun and costs money. I am speaking of collectors, not dealers. 
Should we all be dealers with no collectors?” 


Wall Paper Brings Top Prices 


There is no getting around it, some of these new stamps (?) offered 
to Topical collectors fetch top prices because of their beauty. It seems 
that the old type of collector is having a hard time of it now as most 
new collectors in the field seldom ever get to the fascinating field of 
specializing in any country and seldom ever get back to the 19th century 
issues in their efforts. We some times wonder what is to become of 
the older issues unless some of the present group of collectors will 
learn of the joys and interest that can be found in the earlier material 
and which is not in any manner apparent in this modern stuff we are 
all buying so eagerly. Here is an example. At the stamp Jamboree 
at Sebring, Florida on June 12, 13 there was a small auction. In the 
sale was a set of about a dozen of these new South Molucca Triangle 
stainps with fish on them. They sure were pretty and colorful. I 
knew that they were not a recognized issue but because of my interest 
in Triangles I will buy such truck. The owner had placed a reserve of 
75c on the lot. I judged that this price would protect the owner, thus 
also judged that any price over 75c would be more than they could be 
bought for. The bidding started, I followed it up to over a dollar be- 
cause I would have gladly paid a small premium to save hunting the 
set from some dealer. That however was not good as they kept on 
bidding and if memory serves me rightly the set was knocked down 
at $2.50 or $2.60. About five times what it should have brought as the 
current wholesale price on this set of beauties is much under the 75c 
reserve price that had been placed on the stamps. The man who bought 
them said he wanted to give them to a friend who was a confirmed 
fisherman. He could probably afford to throw away a couple dollars 
to enjoy this whim, but how about the others who were bidding on the 
stamps. This is why stamp collectors often complain about high prices 
they pay and then the dealer wants to buy them for little or nothing 
when they sell.

A column or so ago I mentioned 
about using horizontally perforated 
coil stamps of the ic, 144c, 2c and 
3c where there is mail requiring 
any of those rates. They are 
stamps of philatelic value and are 
obtained from the Philatelic Agency 
at face plus return postage. 

It was stated that it would be 
more fitting to use them than the 
‘‘valueless Presidentials’’. Some 
folks want to know about that 
‘*Valueless’’ — which they are, and 
why. It must be remembered that 
the remark is for used stamps of 
the regular series and not coils or 
booklets. 

Denominations of the President- 
ials, or Prexies, run from %c to $5. 
There are so many of some of these 
used that they are too common to be 


saved. In that category would be 
the Yc, 1c, 1%c, 2c, 3c, 4c, 5c, 6c, 
Te, 8c, 9c, 10c, 12c, 15c, 20c, 25c, 


30c and 50c. 

Of some moderate value are the 
4lec, llc, 18c, 14c, 17c, 18c and 21c. 
The best are 16c, 19c, 22c, 24c, $1, 
$2 and $5. 

Booklet stamps as singles aren’t 
desirable at all, but they have a 
little value a full panes. Denomi- 
nations here are 1c, 2c and 3c. 

Coil stamps above the 3c value, 
perforated vertically, are not seen 
very often. and so are moderately 
of value. 
a pair or larger strip. In my 
opinion, all horizontally perforated 
coils are worth a little more than 
the catalogs indicate. 

It must be remembered, too, that 
the centering and the lightness of 
the cancellation make for greater 
‘worth. A heavily cancelled, off- 
centered stamp is a stinker in any 
denomination, 

My conclusions are based on a 
periodic inspection of a good com- 
mercial mixture which I know is 
unpicked and which is made up of 
mail from business concerns and in- 
dividual citizens. Even the com- 
mon high value Prexies are fewer 
and farther between all the time, 

The postage meter has taken 
over because it is a quicker means 
of applying the postage to a letter 
or package, and lends a better con- 
trol over a business’s postage ac- 
count. Many post offices use a 
meter at the parcel post window in 
place of carrying stamps over 3c. 
In fact, in a lot of post offices you 
wont be able to buy much of any- 
thing of denominations over 5c ex- 
cept the very common, 10c, 15c, 
20c and 25c. 

When the Prexies were first is- 
sued in 1938 all the high denomina- 
tions were used freely. Since the 
close of the war, the meter has 
taken over this range. If it hadn’t 
been for the rather plentiful pur- 
chase of the odd values in the early 
years of the series, I would say the 
denominations listed in the fourth 
paragraph should have a catalog 
value of about four times what they 
have now.

Recently Moffett Chapter #6 of 
the Universal Ship Cancellation So- 
ciety sponsored a cachet for a sig- 
nificant event. The news was given 
a lot of publicity and many covers 
were sent in for service by collec- 
tors. 

Writing on the matter, Ray Mill- 
ing of the chapter, says, ‘‘While 
the number of covers was quite 
large the, way some of them were 
prepared was disappointing. In 
many cases it was impossible to 
print a cachet on the envelope. 
Therefore, Moffett Chapter has em- 
barked on an educational campaign 
for cover collectors .... A printed 
instruction sheet describing the 
proper manner for preparing cov- 
ers for cachets together with three 
free naval covers will be sent to 
any reader who will send a large 
stamped and addressed envelope to 
Ray Milling, 1905 Ashland Ave., 
Park Ridge, Iil.’’ 

The above group isn’t the only 
one which has been given trouble 
by would-be cover collectors. All 
organizations sponsoring cachets re- 
port the same lack of cooperation. 
It should be remembered that when 
the usually explicit instructions are 
printed in the philatelic publica- 
tions to obtain a cachet they are

So you must cooperate — never any 
special favors or requests — buy 
and use stuffers — keep the name 
and address to the right — and 
most important of all, put enough 
postage on your package so that it 
does not arrive postage due. Most 
organizations will absolutely not ac- 
cept postage due sendings and you 
can’t blame them.

In a new red, white and blue mail 
truck, something similar in shape 
and size to those used for bread and 
milk delivery, will be carried letter 
mail as well as parcel post. There 
will be two carriers per truck. 

Pulling up to an intersection, one 
carrier will deliver mail to all 
homes on the north and east legs 
of the intersection. The other will 
deliver to both sides of the street 
to the south and west. They will 
deliver for a distance of one block, 
then return to the truck and drive 
to the next intersection. 

Ultimate goal is to eventually 
motorize all residential mail de- 
livery. Canton is one of four cities 
in which the test is going on — 
others are Akron, Youngstown and 
Warren. 

All the day’s mail will be carried 
in the truck, eliminating thereby the 
“‘spot’”? boxes where the postmen 
pick up additional loads of mail on 
their routes. These spot boxes are 
serviced presently by truck as- 
signed to that task. Also elimi- 
nated will be separate parcel post 
trucks for the new vehicles will 
carry the third and fourth class 
mail, too. 

As to the trucks, they are four- 
cylinder with right hand drives 
thereby making a safer ‘‘getting 
in and out”’ for the driver.

Texas is the largest state in the 
Union.

in changed or deeper colors with 
some change in design, looks like 
another unnecessary issue, prob- 
ably for the purpose of obtain- 
ing dollars from collectors. There 
is apparently no real necessity 
for the change, which will of 
course, render the recently issued 
stamps obsolete. 

ELIZABETH CORONATIONS. 
Although still available here at 
a reasonable price, dealers in 
London are offering to buy these 
sets. Evidently they remember 
the losses sustained with previ- 
ous commemoratives and went to 
the other extreme of underbuy- 


ing. 

GEORGE VI. The avalanche of 
the new Queen Elizabeth stamps 
has resulted in a slightly lower 
demand for the popular George 
VI stamps. However, in another 
few months, most, if not all, of 
the Elizabeth permanent. series 
will have been issued and collec- 
tors will then go back to the 
earlier favorite issues. This should 
mean increased prices for George 
VI and earlier stamps. 

SILVER WEDDINGS. There 
has been some recovery in the 
prices of these sets, although 
many are still available at or near 
devalued face. At a recent large 
wholesale auction in London, a 
mint pane of 20 of the Great 
Britain Pound stamp, sold for 19 
Pounds, which is below devalued 
face. Some one took a substantial 
loss on these without counting 
interest for six years and the auc- 
tioneer’s commission. 


D.C.-L.A. Non-Stop 
Flight Cachet 


On July 1 American Air Lines 
inaugurated non-stop service be- 
tween Los Angeles and Washing- 
ton, D.C. For the occasion the air 
line produced a cover with a ca- 
chet appropriate to the event. 

A back stamp applied at Wash- 
ington indicated that the flight 
time was but seven hours and 
six minutes. American’s regular 
schedule will call for a 7% hour 
elapsed time.

Society Forms For 
Global Cover Hunt 


Global cover collecting is based 
on the premise that a cover, 
ly franked and having actually done 
postal duty provides the most in- 
teresting and most satisfying end 
result of philatelic acitivity. 

The Global Cover Society, found- 
ed at the ’52 APS meeting in Phila- 
delphia under the auspices of the 
Philatelic Museum interprets Glo- 
bal Cover as giving the collector 
the satisfaction of following world 
stamp issues, and of building a col- 
lection in which each item is entire- 
ly different than that which any 
; Other collector may have — at the |} 
|same time teaching the world postal 
history. There can be no two covers 
alike. 

Since the issuance of the Penny 
Black, there have been approxi- 
mately 2500 Postal Authorities of 
one sort or another which have au- 
thorized the issuance of postage 
stamps for the pre-payment of mail 
carrying charges. 

These authorities include changes 
in types of Governments, occupa- 
tional Governments, local authori- 
ties, private issues — any organi- 
zation having authority to issue 
stamps or their equivalent. Up un- 
til now, no one has brought together 
a list of these Postal Authori- 
ties. The first project of The Global 
Cover Society has been to do this 
and it is expected that shortly it 
will be published. 

Some members have set a goal 
of at least ‘‘one cover from every 
Postal Authority’’. At this time the 
Society is not completely organized 
but plans are underway to develop 
an organization. To this end any 
collectors of covers who would be 
interested in joining, are urged to 
communicate with E. H. Bellard, 
1940 Staunton Road, Cleveland 
Heights 18, Ohio who is acting as 
spokesman for the group.

In A.P.S. Show 


San Francisco invites the phila- 
telic world to share its joys and 
beauties during the 68th annual 
convention and exhibition of the 
American Philatelic Society, Sep- 
tember 15-18, and the California 
Collectors Club.

CHILE—Jose Galetovic advises 
that a single 2 Peso stamp, blue, 
is to be issued in commemoration 
of the 75th anniversary of the 
Naval Combat of Iquique. 

COLOMBIA Two stamps, 
one an airmail value and the 
other a postage, were issued June 
13 commemorating the first anni- 
versary of the Armed Forces 
Government. The postage is 5c 
blue, the airmail 15c red. The 
design is symbolic of the govern- 
ment and incorporates the slo- 
gan “For the Country, the Peace, 
and the Justice” and the date 
June 13, 1953. 

CUBA — It is expected that in 
connection with the Centenary of 
Cuban Progress Exposition to be 
held next April, an international 
philatelic exhibition will also be 
staged. It has been proposed that 
a set of stamps be issued for this 
event and also to commemorate 
the centenary of the first Cuban 
Postage Stamps. 

GREECE — A new set of 
‘stamps, featuring the portraits of 
the King and Queen, is being 
planned for release in the near 
future. 

ISRAEL — The Director of 
Philatelic Serviees announces the 
following: some time during July 
1954, a 160 pruta stamp in com- 
memoration of the 50th anniver- 
sary of the death of Herzl; a 300 
pruta commemorating the rebur- 
ial in Israel of Baron Edmonde 
de Rothschild: some time in Aug- 
ust, a 25 pruta stamp for the 
New Year 5715. 

MALACCA (Malaya) — On 
June 9 the 4c and 6c stamps of 
the definitive set were issued 
with a change in the Royal Por- 
trait. On July 1, the 10c value 
was also issued with change of 
portrait. On July 12, the 5c value 
was issued with change of por- 
trait. 

PENANG (Malaya) — On June 
9 the 6c value of the definitive 
set was issued with the change 
in the Royal Portrait. 

SOUTH WEST AFRICA — A 
new definitive set of twelve val- 
ues, all designed by local artists 
is expected to be released some 
time in the fall of 1954. Values 
and designs are: 1d, Brandberg 
Rockies painting of a steenbuck; 
2d, bushman painting of a White 
Lady from the Brandberg Rock- 
ies; 3d, native hunting scene; 4d, 
elephant and giraffe; 442d, kara- 
kul lamb; 6d, Ovambo woman 
blowing bugle made from eland’s 
horn; 1 shilling, headdress of an 
Ovambo woman; 1 /3, native He- 
rero’s face; 1/6, young native 
maid; 2/6 lioness; 5/- Gembock 
and 10/- elephant. 

TRIESTE — Vittorio lo Bianco 
advises that the Catalani stamp 
of Italy was overprinted in black 
“AMG /FTT” for use in Trieste. 
For the Annual Trade Fair in 
Trieste, the 25 lire green and 60 
lire blue and green values of the 
Tourist set of Italy were over- 
printed in black “AMG-FTT /Fi- 
era di /Trieste /1954.” 

VIET-NAM — Prince Bao- 
Long, in uniform and in regular 
clothes is featured on a recently 
issued seven-value set. On the 
90c olive, $20 red and $50 purple, 
the Prince is wearing a uniform. 
In regular clothes he is on the 
40c blue-green, 70c red-brown, 
80c brown and $100 purple. 
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FOUND JUST THIS ONE. Out of 625 panes of the bi-colored 8e 
Statue of Liberty regular issued last April 9 which the Fidelity 
Stamp Co. purchased to service the needs of their customers but this 
one was found on which the second plate number was missing.

In view of jurisdictional pro- 
prieties, the entire bequest was 
surrendered to Secret Service, U. 
S. Treasury Dept. By special au- 
thority, Secret Service deposited 
the blocks of four and certain 
singles (2196 specimens in all) 
with the Division of Philately, 
for reference purposes. The dup- 
licated counterfeit singles were 
retained by Secret Service for its 
own files. 

The Library of Congress has 
continued to forward = selected 
used foreign stamps received on 
incoming mail, through the Li- 
of Congress Stamp Club. 
This material ot considerable 
importance to the National] Post- 
age Stamp Collection because of 
perforation and watermark varia- 
tions, and overprints and _ sur- 
charges not normally included in 
shipments through the Universal 
Postal Union. 

Inasmuch as the national col- 
lection is presently in the process 
of being regrouped it has not 
been possible to check*such ma- 
terial properly to determine 
which specimens should be re- 
tained. It is hoped that some pro- 
gress will be possible along these 
lines during the coming year so 
that needed specimens may be 
accessioned. 

The philatelic reference library 
attached to the Division of Phil- 
ately, Smithsonian Institution, 
Washington, D. C., has made im- 
pressive gains both in quality and 
quantity during the past fiscal 
year.

Eugene N. Costales, now of 
Houston, Texas, continued his 
support of the library by for- 


warding another large gift of 
books, periodicals and trade pub- 
lications. This material has all 
been classified and is currently 
available. 

Malcolm MacGregor, of Bronx- 
ville, N. Y.—also a major sup- 
porter of the library attached to 
the National Postage Stamp Col- 
lection—donated a copy of the 
exceptional book on the British 
Royal Philatelic Collection, and 
also other valuable’ reference 
books. 

The scarce two-volume ‘‘Post- 
age Stamps of Japan and De- 
pendencies,” by Tracey Wood- 
ward, and “Stamps of Mexico,” 
by Chapman, were received as a 
joint gift by Dr. William Wino- 
kur, Seymour Winokur, Irvin 
Hermanoff and Lawrence Hol- 
lander, all of Detroit. 

Much needed material came as 
a result of the exchange agree- 
ment existing with Boston Uni- 
versity and the National Phila- 
telic Museum. Other gaps were 
filled by H. Dana Mitchell, J. F. 
Gates Clarke and L. S. Stadtmil- 
ler. 

Probably the greatest increase 
numerically this year came from 
the many philatelic publications 
and club bulletins forwarded 
regularly by the publishers, and 
from the Post Office Department, 
which turned over hundreds of 
older periodicals.

Two Australia T.B. Seals 


Keith Tucker 


I’d like to introduce and talk about two charity seals of Australia 
which have not been included in other articles in Linn’s on the same 
subject, Both are from the state of New South Wales and each is to 
raise funds for the battle against tuberculosis, and the care of those 
who have contracted the disease. Two separate and distinct or- 
ganizations are the sponsors. 

Shown at the top is a booklet pane from a book of the ‘‘All Year’ 
seal for 1954 of the Anti-Tuberculosis Association of New South Wales. 
There are 240 seals to the book, 24 panes of ten each. The design in 
several colors pictures young parents with a baby. 

Two Sydney firms entered into the production. "Cameestl, McCredie 
Printery Ltd. conceived and prepared the design, while Deaton & 
Spencer Printery Ltd. did the pirnting. 

Selling price of a complete booklet is £2/2/0, $4 in U. S. funds. 
Single seals sell at 2c and a pane of ten at 20c. 

At the bottom is a strip (6 x 2) from the top of a sheet of 60 issued 
by the Citizens T.B. League of New South Wales. It is the 1953 Christ- 
mas Seal picturing the Waratah a native flower of the state. 

Each sheet has markings in the selvedge of the four sides. Here- 
with can be seen that at the top. ‘‘Citizens’ T.B. League (New South 
At the left is ‘‘Please use these seals on letters, parcels, 


Wales)’’. 
cards, ete.’’ Right, ‘‘Proceeds for the League’s Rehabilitation Welfare 
Activities’. And at bottom, ‘‘7th Annual Seals Appeal’’. 


Unless. one is acquainted with the history of the issuance of this 
series the marking in the bottom selvedge might be misleading. While 
this is the seventh seal campaign, it actually is only the third seal of 
the League. Only in 1947, 1948 and again in 1953 was there local in- 
spiration. The other years the National Seal was supported and dis- 
tributed. 

Pratten Bros. of Sydney was the printing firm. 

Sheets of 60 seals sold at 10/- in Australia, or $1 in U. S. funds. 
Single seals sell at 2c each. 

(Ed. Note: Mr. Tucker will supply these seals in any quantity at 
the face value quoted in the article, plus an addressed envelope and 
an extra allowance for return postage. Airmail is costly but rapid. 
Surface mail might take as much as six months for the round trip.
